While the storm is upon us we lose 
in a large degree our interest in the 
great National question of who is the 


President elect, and how shall the 


question be determined. In fact poli- 
ticians are those now mainly interest- 
ed in its solution. But the question’ 
is now rapidly coming to a focus. 
About a fortnight ago, both branches 
of Congress appointed a committee of 
five from each body to report ona 
plan for counting the Electoral votes. 
Yesterday these committees made a 
report of the following method of 


_ settling the much controverted Presi- 


dential question. The tribunal will 

‘be composed of five Justices of the 
Supreme Court, five Seuators and five 
Representatives. Should this plan be 
adopted by the House and Senate it 
will make the functions of the Presi- 
dent of the Senate purely ministerial. 
But the character of the tribunal is a 
sufficient guarantee to the people of 
the United States that full justice will 
be done, and a question of extraordi- 
nary complexity and magnitude satis- 
factorily settled, Those who closely 
adhere to the letter of the Constitu- 
tion interpose their purely legal ob- 
jections, but those who are governed 
by the spirit of the Constitution and 
perceive that quibbles are only calcu- 
lated to harass the American mind, 
and complicate a question which every 
patriot longs to see amicably settled, 
favor tne proposed plan. Of the de- 
tails of the plan we are not informed, 

neither do we know whether it will 
be acepted, but the ‘committee have 
obtained the best counsel of the Na- 
tion, and have maturely studied this 
question iu all its phases, scrutfhized 
a numberof plans, and now make a 
nearly unanimous report in favor of a 
tripartite tribunal. Shall this coun- 
try be still ruled by selfish politicians 
or shall our interests as a people re- 
ceive effective consideration from 
statesmen?

“ese in his recollection. Struck 
y this remarkable occurrence Consul 
Stevens tried the experiment on two 
spaniels that had me suddenly 
bald, with wonderful success. The 
petroleum should be of the most re- 
fined quality, rubbed in vigorously 
palm of the 
hand, and applied at intervals of three 
days, six or seven timesin all.—Poil.

Legislature. 


The Legislatare oe seems to anticipate 
fun ahead and are- rushing bills 
through in rather a hasty manner. 
Yesterday the bill to prohibit county 
assessors from being their own suc- 
cessors, passed by a vote of 14 to 10. 
We confess our inability to understand 
the objects of this bill, but with our 
present. information concerning it we 
must say it seems a very poor one. A 
good assessor is the most valuable 
officer the county has. Much of the 
asséssor’s work is very much lessened 
and faciiitated by familiarity with 
his office duties. A new man is open 
to imposition and is apt to do injus- 
tice to tax-payers. If he proves a] 
good officer the people will elect him 
again as their assessor: Should he at- 
tempt to insure his re-election by un- 
der assessments the Board of County 
Commissioners, or Equalization, as the 
case may be, will make it decidedly 
uncomfortable for him. The law also 
has its hold ypon him. Again, unless 
he justly asseges property he subjects 
himself to severe criticism and denun- 
ciations of partiality from property 
holders. For instance, A, B and C 
are, of course, very poor. A is, how- 
ever, an influential man and possesses 
$5000 worth of property and is as- 
sessed for $2500; he wants it reduced 
to $1800 and by some stout swearing 
gets his property put down for $2000. 
B and C own $5000 worth of property 
each and are assessed for $3000. They 
get a reduction to $2700. Aftera 
time the status of affairs become 
known, an election occurs, and B and 
C vote for the other candidate, and 
thus, by the influence of his violation 
of the law, the County Commission- 
ers and a large number of voting, un- 
justly dealt with property holders, 
defeats Mr, Assessor, and a new man 
takes his place. Whereas, by a faith- 
ful, honest discharge of his official 
duties he would have been re-elected. 
Thus it appears to our mind that it is 
clearly to the convenience and interest 
of the tax-payer, and therefore of the 
county to re-elect the honest, compe- 
tent assessor to office, or at least to 
allow him to be ilegible for re-elec- 
tion. | 

The bill amending the Criminal 
Practice Act so that juries can sen- 
tence prisoners guilty of murder in 
the first degree to the State Prison for 
life. Passed, 18 to6. This is a good 
bill for these reasons: The theory of 
punishment is that an injury has been 
done to certain partics and the State. 
This injury is not only to be prevented 
from recurring, but also to recom- 
pense the State the loss which it has 
suffered. When a man is hanged for 
the murder of another man, the 
hanged man is momentarily punished, 
but the State has lost the services of 
two men, By compelling a man to 
labor for his natural life, directly for 
the State, the equivalent labor of two 
men working indirectly for the State 
jis secured, and the murderer is shut 
out from society so that he can do no 
one any harm. He is also more se- 
verely punished than by hanging, and 
the demoralizing effects of a public 
execution is avoided.
